Attack on the Wilson Tariff law. 

The agricultural imports during the 
first year of the Wilson law (all of which 
are such as are produced in the United 
States) were of the value of $11)7,842,522. 
During the last year of the McKinley law 
the imports of the same funn products 
were of the Value of $51,414,844. 

Notably during the same time the im- 
portation of the two articles (that we can 
produce in the United States) under the 
Wilson law were wool, valued at $32. 589,- 
T‘J1, and hides. $24,623,239. Under the 



1, 1893. to Dec. f, 1835, have amounted to 
$360,268,512, and the gross exports have 
amounted to $305,617,419, from whloh li 
appears that the government has furnish 
ed a sum equal to the whole export and 
$54,649,093 in addition. While the govern- 
ment has thus been compelled during the 
last 8S years not only to furnish gold 
from the treasury for export to other ooun 
tries, hut also a large amount for the use 
of our people at home. Its receipts of gold 
on account of customs and other taxoe 
have been constantly diminishing since 
July, 1890, and have now entirely ceased. ” 

I have a graphic map attached to the 
secretary’s report of 1894, which shows 
the amount of gold In the treasury from 
1879 to July 1, 1894. It steadily and almost 
continuously Increased from $140,000,000 
on the 1st of January, 1879, to $300,000,000 
on the 1st of January, 1891. Itthen stead- 
ily decreased to the 1st of July, 1894, when 
It was reduced to $125, 000, 000, and, though 
replenished by the large sale of bonds. It 
was reduced Dec. 81, 1895, to the sum of 
$64,204,651 During the first term of Mr. 
Cleveland, when he was powprlessto affect 
our currency and tariff policy, the senate 
being Republican, the gold increased from 
$240,000,000 on the 1st of April, 1885. to 
$320,000,000 on the 1st of April, 1889. This 
gold came Into the treasury without oust 
in exchange for United States notes or 
gold certificates. 

I'nwlw Legislation. 

It is just to Mr. Carlisle to say that he 
attributes the withdrawal of gold to silver 
legislation, yet the Bland-AUison act was 
In force from 1878 to 1890, when the ac 
cumulation of geld occurred, and the great 



States notes or treasury notes only. Na- 
tional banks are the creation and instru- 
ments of the government and ought not 
to be allowed to discredit the money with 
which they can redeem their own notes, 
nor should the government Itself be per- 
mitted In any way to weaken the credit 
and confidence of the people In their [taper 
money by using it for current ex|>onscs In 
excess of current revenues. 

It Is a practical fraud for the govern- 
ment to use these notes for such purposes, 
and it never has been done except during 
this administration. Every dollar r.hus 
taken Is an impairment of the redemption 
fund. It is the misapplication of a fund 
specially created by law for another pur- 
pose. The effect is to destroy confidence in 
the credit and safety of our paper 2urren- 
cy. It has led to the demand for gold coin 
for the United States notes. 1 do not. be- 
lieve that has been the design of the exe- 
cutive branch of the government, but that 
hus been itseffnet, and It should lie prevent- 
ed by the Immediate action of congress. 
The resumption fund is the safeguard of 
the money of the people, and its use for 
sny other purpose is a practical repudia- 
tion of the public faith. 

The president complains that the notes 
are presented and paid, reissued and jmld 
again, making a continuouscircuit. When 
did this circuit commence? The only an- 
swer is when the administration, support- 
ed by th« last congress, 1 reared a deficien- 
cy. Why does • he circuit continue? It is 
because the .•irflciency continues. The gov- 
ernment terorts tni the financial policy of 
Micawber. It gives its bonds and thinks 
the debt paid. Hut the circuit continues. 
The money received for current revenue is 
paid to cover deficiencies and is returned 
for gold and then more bonds. The secre- 
tary hopes that in two or three years there 
will be no deficiency. What Is the ground 
for this hope 7 Is it that a new administra- 
tion will provide more revenue and then 
the circuit will be broken? Why not apply 
the remedy now?. 

Reissue of Treasury Notes. 

If defalcations occur, congress should 
Immediately supply the means to meet 
them, and congress and nut the adminis- 
tration must be the judge of the mode 
and manner of relief. The Invasion and 
misapplication of the resumption fund are 
of Infinitely greater injury to our people 
than the Imposition of ten times the 
amount of taxation. 

It is said that the law for their contin 
ued reissue Is mandatory. That is rot a 
fair construction of the law. The plain 
meaning of it Is that the redemption of 
the notes shall Dot cause their cancella- 
tion. They are placed on the footing of 
bunk notes. What solvent hank would re- 
issue its notes when there was a run upon 
it? It would hold them until the demand 
ceased. The government ought to exercise 
the same prudence. The president Is of the 
opinion that the United States notes and 
treasury notes should lie retired aud give 
place to bank notes. This Is a question for 
congress to decide. It Is certainly not of 
that opinion now, nor was the last con 
gress of that opinion. Outside of a few 
large cities where banking facllitle* are 
abundant and business Is conducted by 
cheeks and commercial [uqxtr there is no 
desiro for the retirement of nutlonal pa|ier 
money. It is not right for the executive 
authorities to discredit this mouey by us-

should "be held In place for the coin paid 
out. The secretary of the treasury In his 
annual report to congress on the 6th of 
December pointed out these defects in the 
resumption law. He said: 

“The secretary expresses the utmost con- 
fidence that without new legislation the 
entire amount of United States notes now 
authorized aud outstanding can be easily 
maintained at par in coin, even If the pra»- 
ent favorable financial condition should 
change, but in order to accomplish this 
the coin reserve must be kept unimpaired, 
except by such payments as may be made 
from it in redemption notes. Notes re- 
deemed should be temporarily held in 
plaoe of the coin paid out, especially if It 
appears that the call for coin Is greater In 
amount than the coin coming in due 
course into the treasury or the mints. 

“It Is suggested that congress might de- 
fine and sot apart the coin reserve ns a 
special fund for redemption purposes. 
The general available balance is now trott- 
ed as such a fund, but as this balance 
niay, at the discretion of the secretary of 
the treasury, be unduly drawn upon for 
the purpose of payment of bonds it would 
appear advisable that congress prescribe 
the maximum and minimum of the fund.” 
Congress neglected to enaot into law the 
measures proposed, but neither the con- 
gress nor the secretary of the treasury an- 
ticipated that the time would come when 
this fund would be applied to pay current 
deficiencies In the revenue amounting in 
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cory will be teeming with population. The 
rapid growth of our cities, unexampled In 
the history of mankind, will continue.

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ported. Itiqiortat ions of wool were in- 
cr, usd usl r the Wilson law sixfold, aud 
of hides two and one-hnlf fold. The Amer- 
ican farmer was thus deprived of his home 
market. 

Other itnpnrtat ions made during the 
year under the Wilson law of articles which 
we can readily produce in this country 
were valued at $263,684,513, while under 
the McKinley law the value of the same 
articles imported was $172,743,610. 

The eDortnous importations under the 
Wilson law for which vve had to pay gold 
necessarily diminished the exports of the 
United St at es. Our chief reliance in our 
foreign t rade is to export products, main- 
ly agricultural, in sufficient quantity or 
more to pay for our imports, so that the 
balance of t rade shall he in our favor. Un- 
der the Wilson law we exported in a year 
agricultural productions valued at $301, 
678.885, while during the last year of the 
McKinley law we exported similar pro- 
ductions valued at $371,125,299. 

I could pursue the anul}-sis of these two 
laws further. But I have said enough to 
explain the preference by the president of 
the Wilson hill. He Ixdieves in large Im- 
portations at the lowest cost without re-

“In the first place the house and tbe 
country received notification from 
Speaker Reed that nothing should be 
done by this congress. That sentiment 
was eshoed by the republicans of the 
senate, and therefore at both ends of 
the capitol they began to do nothing iu 
an energetic manner. 

“All went merry as a marriage bell 
until President Cleveland offered a 
business suggestion to congress, and 
there was a flurry in the camp of dull- 
ards and sluggards.

The republicans were all stirred up 
imd dreadfully agitated. They stopped 
doing nothing, and began to think. 
Out of the cavernous recesses of their 
aggregate intellect there was evolved 
the idea that they must put Cleveland 
in a bole.

Tha Prsaldeat and Mr. Carlisle Corrected. 

Both the president and the secretary 
say that no provision was made for the 
happening of sueh deficiencies, and say 
tholr only resort was the general fund of 
tho treasury composed of the resumption 
fund and the gvuoral balanoo In the treas- 
ury. But It Is due to truth to say that In 
February, 1893, a short time before the 
close of the Fifty-second congress, when 
Mr. Carlisle was a member of the commit- 
tee on finance of tbe senate and it was 
known that he was to be secretary of the 
treasury and when tha probabilities of a 
deficiency became apparent, that commit- 
tee, upon my suggestion, with the appro- 
bation of Mr. Carlisle, reported an ameud- 
ntent to the appropriation hill as follows: 
“To enable th* secretary of the treasury to 
provide for aud to raaiutain the redemp- 
tion of I nltea States notes according to 
the provisions of the act approved Jan. 14, 
1875, entitled an ‘Act to provide forthe re- 
sumption of specie payments’ $50,000, 
and at the discretion of the secretvv he is 
authorized to *,ssue, sell and dispose of, at 
not less than par in coin, either of the de 
script Ion of bonds authorized In said act 
or bonds of the United States bearing not 
to exceed 3 percent Interest, payable semi 
annually and redeemable at the pleasure 
of the United State, after five year* from 
their date, with like qualities, privileges 
and exemptions provided in said act for 
the Iionds therein authorized to the exteie 
necessary to carry said resumption act into 
full effect, and to use the proceeds thereof 
for the purposes provided in said act and 
none other.” 

This amendment was adopted by the 
senate. It went to the house of representa- 
tives and was there referred without a 
vote to theoummitteeof conference, which 
rejected it, and as it was understood at the 
■ time with the approval of Mr. Carlisle, 
who said It was unnecessary. No deficien- 
cy at that time existed, but It was mani- 
fest that the policy jf the lnoomlng ad- 
ministration would c, oate a deficiency. If 
that amendment had become a law, tbe 
secretary could easily have maintained the 
! reserve and met deficiencies as they oocttr- 
| ted by the proceeds of the bonds described 
i iu it. 

Reduced Revenue* Caused Deficiency. 

Nor would deficiencies hare occurred 
had not the president and both houses of 
the Fifty thin! congress, then In political 
sympathy, united in passing a law reduc- 
ing the ret etitte below expenditures for the 
first time since tho close of the war and 
compelled the executive authorities to ap- I 
ply a fund created for the redemption of 
United State* notes to meet the ordinary 
exjienses of the government. This dem- 
onstrated fact is the sourceand foundation 
of all our present financial difficulties. 

I do not wish to criticise the sales of I 
bonds authorized by the resumption act to 
meet these deficiencies. Under the circunt- j 
stances the administration was justified in 
doing this, even to the impairment of the ! 
resumption fund, but It ought frankly to 
|*6ay that the cause of the invasion of the 
resumption fund was the deficiency of rev- 
enue created by faulty tariff legislation by 
\ the last congress. 

Such a deficiency is discreditable to the 
I United States, with Its vast wealth and 
resources. There is no difficulty in collect- 
ing by taxation all and more money than 
Is necessary for its expenditures. It is hu- 
miliating to read In the newspapers of the 
day that our government la negotiating 
for money from associated bankers, and, 
like a distressed debtor in view of bank- j 
rjptcv, is offered by a friendly power Its 
accumulated gold to relieve us from our : 
supposed financial distress. The true rent- | 
edy is to supply by taxation in some form ' 
additional revenue, and, nntil this can be 
effected, to borrow from the people of the 
United States enough tuouev to oover past

On Monthly morning last there was a 
I meeting of the house committee 01 na- 
; val affairs, for tiie consideration of 
| bills making provision for nddit onal 
[ vessels for the new navy, but owing to 
the opposition of the republican mem- 
Ijers of the committee, nothing wps ac- 
complished of a positive and definite 
character. 

On that tame Monday morning we 
reud in the ticws|)apers the accounts of 
the mob violence shown toward* the 
American representative in Barcelona, 
Spain, nml the hostile demonstrations 
which were made in Madrid, in the 
vicinity of the residence of the Ameri- 
can minister, Ilannis Taylor. It seemed 
to be an occasion requiring prompt and 
patriotic action, and a report from the 
committee on navaj affairs, making 
provision for increasing our naval 
st rengt h, would have had a salutary ef- 
fect. 

Congressman Boutelle, of Maine, 
xvho is always brave with his voice and 
recl less with his vituperative partisan 
tongue, is chairman of the committee 
on naval affairs, and he deprecate! the 
propositions which were pending be- 
fore tho committee; because, he said, 
it would not do to immediately prxs-eed 
with the building of new battieshipe. 
“Spain would regard it ns a menace.” 

Congressman Amos J. Cummings, a 
Tammany democrat, is a member of 
the committee, aud he said: “Well, why 
not go ahead with our new navy, re- 
gardless of how Spain looks u[>oa it? 
We are not here to legislate for the 
good will of Spain, nor of any of the 
Spanish dependencies. We are here to 
legislate for the American people, and 
I don’t care a rap what Spain or any 
other nation thinks of our legislative 
procedure. We need *ix new battle- 
ships, and we need 15 torpedo boats; 
and we ought to build them. The soon- 
er we l>egiu the better it w^ll be for our 
country. Our navy is gradually as- 
suming formidable proportions, re- 
gard less of foreign opinion.” 

After the committee meeting I saw 
Amos Cummings, and he declined to 
make any statement. He said: “The 

proceedings of the committee art: not 
given out for publication. I can only 
say that we are considering bills for 
the new navy.” 

That is all the modest feliow would 
say outside of the committee-room, 
but from another member of the com- 
mittee it lias been ascertained that 
Cummings was very urgent and irsist- 
ent upon the consideration and favora- 
ble report upon the [lending bills. He 
said that New York, Boston, Phila- 
phia, Norfolk. Washington and ether 
Atlantic coast cities need the defense 
of torpedo boots as weli as of battle- 
ships. and that their construction 
should not be longer delayed. 

Chairman Boutelle, and other repub- 
lican members of the committee, how- 
ever, are timid, diplomatic and conierv- 
ative. and at a time slien t hi* country 
needs men of blood and 
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a hole, they quarreled as to the meth- 
ods and means. Even assailing Cleve- 
land. small business though it was, was 
doing something, and the republicans 
didn’t know how to do it. They final.y 
concluded to pass a couple of bills and 
send them to the white house where 
they would be vetoed, and thus, after 
all, nothing would have been accom- 
plished. and Cleveland would have all 
the blame. It was a transparent po- 
litical game. But the people have been 
so often deceived that the republicans 
expect to deceive them again. 

“The funny part of it all was the sur- 
prise which awaited the farcical billi 
in the senate. Up to that time the 
silver republicans had been as willing 
to do nothing as the gold republicans 
had beea. But when it came to issuing 
gold bonds, it was necessary for the 
silver republican senators to keep their 
records straight at home in their min 
ing states, and so they smashed the 
bond bill with a silver amendment. 
Doing nothing was a good joke. Doing 
something was rather serious. It de- 
veloped a party split of large propor- 
tions.

I -believe that under existing laws the 
aggAmtto sum of Untied States notes and 
treasury notes issued under *hc act of 
1890, amounting to about $460,000,000, 
can be easily maintained at par with coin 
If the two amendments I have mentioned 
are adopted by congress. These notes are 
a legal tender ft* al^dehts public or pri- 
vate. They are a <lidit iff the United States 
without interest and without other mate- 
rial cost to the government than the inter- 
est on the cost of the coin or bullion held 
in the treasury to redeem them. The) are 
preferred by the people to any other form 
cf piqier money that has been devised. 
They havo all the sanctions of law and all 
the security that has been or can bo given 
by our bo.ids. They have the pledge of the 
public faitli that they will lie redeem. d In 
coin. The substitution of these note, for 
state bank paper money Is one of the great- 
est benefits that hnve resulted from the civ- 
il war. These note* have all the sanction, 
protection and security that have been or 
can lx) given to our national )>ank note*, 
with the a tided benefit that the large sav- 
ing derived from them inures to the peo- 
ple of the United States instead of the 
bankers. Another reason founded upon 
belief i* that the national hanking system 
could not long endure if the United State* 
note* were withdrawn. I will not at this 
time discuss this or any other of the numer- 
ous financial question* involved, such as tbe 
policy of requiring the duties or imports 
to be paid in gold. Tbe imports are pur- 
chased with gold, are paid for In gold, aud 
we may require gold duties. 

Disposition of Silver Ortlfleatos. 

The disposition of silver certificated is a 
much more serious problem. They are In 
express terms redeemable in silver do! ars. 
While the silver dollars are malntalnol at 
par with gold It would seem that there 
was no injustice In paying the silver dol- 
lars for silver certificates. Then comas up 
tho question of free 01 linage of silver, 
which I regard as tbe most dangerous pol- 
icy. All these are vital questions I do not 
wish to tnliigie with the pressing recom- 
mendation of the president In his last an- 
nual message “that authority be given the 
secretary of the treasury to Issue Nine* of 
the United Stales bearing a low rale of 
Interest payable by thetr terms in gold for 
the purpose of maintaining a sufficient 
gold reserve and also for the reden. ntir.n 
and cancellation of outstanding United 
State* note* and the treasury notes Issued 
for the purchase of silver under the law of 
1890." He recommends the exchange of 
gold interest bearing bonds for the legal 
lender notes of the United States and the 
substitution of national hank notes as our 
only currency. He Is supported in this by 
large and influential classes of cur feilow 
citizens, most of them engaged in (tanking 
or classed as capitalists. Their arguments 
mainly rest upon the difficulties encoun- 
tered by the administration In maintain- 
ing a reserve in ooiD to redeem United 
States notes. They forget that during a 
period of 14 years, when the revenues of 
the government exceeded the expenditures 
and when the public debt was being re- 
duced with unexampled rapidity, thnre 
was no difficulty in maintaining our antes 
at i»ar with coin. There is scarcely a doubt 
that in all probable conditions of trade 
or finance, except the contingency of war, 
the whole mass of the United States notes 
now In circulation can be maintained at 
par with coin if It 1* supported by a re- 
serve of gold coin or bullion or silver bul- 
lion in due proportions equal to one-third 
or one- fourt h of the amount of such cotqe. 

Coneamieg Bimetallism. . 

A careful study of the systems of bunk- 
ing, currency and coinage adopted by the 
principal nations of Europe convinces me 
that onr system, when cured of a few de- 
fect* developed by time, founded upoz. the 
bimetallio coinage of gold and silver main- 
tained r.t par with each other, with free 
national banks established in every city

But Senator 
Morrill, of Vermont, has been in public 
life for nearly half a century. He is 
nearly 90 years old, and comes of a gen- 
eration of sincere and honorable men. 
He assumed that, having passed atari)? 
bill in the house, the republicans meant 
to [lass it in the senate, aud hence he 
called it up for passage. Then the 
silver republican senators deliberately 
bolted from their party, and voted 
against the consideration of a protec- 
tive tariff bill. Senator Morrill tried a 
second time to secure the passage of the 
tariff bill; and again the silver senators 
bolted from their party.

There is no income tax, and the rich 
men escape taxation in that way, while 
the poor people are compelled in rent, 
clothing, food and fuel to pay prices 
which enable property owners to pay 
taxes; so that all of this expense of the 
congress comes out of the plain people.

servants in the home were allowed to | 
find themselves homes aud were hired to j 
other families in the town. The custom I 
was to hire *iy the year, hut he did not 
compel his slaves to stay any longer than 
tliex were well treated (with any one) of 
w hich the slave xvas allowed to judge. 
He required them to visit him at inter- 
vals and keep him posted on the matter. 
He owned a farm in what was then 
known as the Four Mile section of the 
county and another one in the Oakland 
section. He would either have the farm 
rented or tilled with white labor, as Ids 
slaves did not like to work on either of 
those farms for oilier fieople and 1 don’t 
know that he ever knew the real cause, 
which was simply this, that thev had an 
axersion to poor w hite folks who were 
verv numerous in both of those sections. 
Nearly all of his slaves were reared on 
liis premises, except a few old ones and 
some who came bv his wile. He rarely 
ex er bought or sold a slave except tosave 
fr- in separation of man and wife, or 
mother ami child. I would not have the 
reader suppose that this kindness and 
humanity toward slaves were peculiar to 
the Allan family

S|ie soon 
elt tlie father and with the Is*} returned 
to her mother. Tlie hoy’s name was 
Houston McFarland. He was drowned 
while hat) ing iu a pond near Lexington 
Miss Barbara did not long survive iier 
mother hut spent most of that time iu 
the insane asvlum as she xvas partially 
unbalanced and a physical wreck. How 
I pitied her xxheu 1 looked upon her and 
thought of her mother mid ot the days 
gum- hy when we lixed in a beautiful and 
bright home in peace, plenty ami liappi 
ness, w hen all nature seemed propitious 
and how all were changed hy the hand 
of disease and death, how sad. And 
just here, it is due to tiie memory of Dr. 
Sidney Allan to say that he xvas always 
libera! aud kiud to members of his 
brothers’ families and lie was as much so 
to those tw>, as they would allow him to 
he. Miss Barbara’s death occured within 
t wo months of that of Dr. Sidney Allan 
at Lexington. 

Returning to the head of this family, 
w hose homestead was on tlie crest of the 
hill in the southern part of tlie citv, 
bounded on the South hy the iaie Dr. 
Hood, and on tiie North by Miss Betsy 
Downey, an eccentric old maid (who 
lived there with six slaves, men and 
women ) She was not liras than fitly 
years of age w hen 1 knew her and her 
slaves Mere oluer than herself aud she 
cowhided them like they were a lot of 
buys. The mother and father of those 
consumptive children were heartv and 
handsome even to their old age as they 
lioth lived long, lie was of stalwart 
physique with fine clear cut feature with 
a piercing black eye and a rosy com- 
plexion. In ordinary conversation his 
voice had a whistle in it something like 
the late Gen. William Preston’s, hut in 
debate, it was clear and powerful. He 
was a lawyer who could carry logic with 
his beauty of speech and had well in 
hand tlie ait of captivating a jury. I 
fancy if lie lived in this day and time lie 
would he called a jury hypuotizer, though 
lie did not have a monopoly of the Win 
chester Court bv' any means for there 
were enough worthy foemen in the field 
to keep him -at Ids best.

quire, hy gift, lease, purchase or o>u tract, 
anv or all the turnpike roads, or parts of 
such as lie within tiie county on tiie 
liest terms consistent with public inter 
ests ill tlie discretion of said court, and 
may provide for tiie construction of new 
turnpike or gravel roads when the public 
good demands it Said Fi-s-al Court max- 
levy a tax, from year to year.on all the 
estate of every kind assessed for State 
and county purposes, not to exceed in 
any vear twentv-five cents on tlie one 
hundred dollars of taxable property, for 
the purpose of |>ayii'g for and maintain 
ing such roads as may lie Required under 
this act and keeping them in repair. 

Sec. t>. All turnpike and gravel roads 
thus acquired or constructed shall he 
nime public roads, and shall he main 
tained and kept in repair hv and through 
tlie provisions of the Fiscal Court. Said 
court may provide for keeping them up, 
as is directed and permilled under the 
general road law, or it may ad pi other 
rules for the maintenance, repair and 
management of the same. But said roads 
shall lie free of toll to the traveling pub- 
lic. And all toll houses, and the land 
oecnpied for the use thereof or owned or 
held hv any turnpike road company, 
which mav he acquired under this a<-t, 
shall pass with the (sisses-iou 01 owner- 
ship ol such road, to be held by the Fis- 
cal Court for the use of ruch road, and 
mav he leased or reuted hv said court, 
and the prts'eeds thereof shall lieapplied 
to the maintenance of the county roads 
acquired under this act. The F’iecal 
Court may either rent or sell the toll 
houses and lots that may come into their 
imssession, hut the parties owning tlie 
land from which the toll lot came off of 
originally shall have the refusal of pur 
chase. 

Sec. 7. Tiie directors of any turnpike 
or gravel road are hereby authorized and 
empowered, through their President, to 
convey to tiie FWai Court purchasing 
Bame tlie title tosnrli road, and when so 
directed hy a number of stockholders 
rep esentiog a majority of all the stock 
in said road he shall make such <ntivey- 
anoe In any road in winch the State 
has an interest the Governor or iiis proxy 
sliall lie authorized to vote the stock of 
tlie State.
